Medical Care Payment under Social Insurance 


Representitives of a sub-committee of the Socicl Insurance Investigating 
Committee presented a verbcl report on the surveys they hac conducted relative 
tothe cost of medical cere under the Health Insurence program. The Medical 
i Calculating Committes of the Insurance Bureau, Ministry of Welfare, of which 
_ epresentatives of the above committee are members, held several meotings regard-= 
_ ing the fee-for-service for medical care under cll insurances, Similer committees 
_ ®Xist in the prefectures, ; eae 
| As previously announced, the national committee did recommend an inoronge ie 
the fee for medical services for all social insurances except National Health 
 “Msurance. Because of a difference of opinion, the fee-for-service rate now is 
being further surveyed by both the Medical Association and the Research and Statis- 
tical Section in the Insurance Bureau reletive to the probability of setting a new 
 ‘&te for the ensuing fiscal year. One sub ject where there is a wice difference | 
pinion is the cost of medical supplies anc the amounts available through offic 
Tationing channels. The Sub-Committee has reports that approximately 80% of re= 
Quirec medicines are available through the rationing system, anc the representa-— 
ives of the cGoctors claim only about 20% are available, Upon conferring with t1 
Medical Supply Tivision of Public Health and Welfare Section, it was learned th 
Supply of rationed medicines is increasing and that approximately three-fou 
f required medicine is being produced and distributed through channels in suffi- 
Silent quantities to meet needs. The greatest difficulty which uncoubtedly influ- 
©Ncec the medical representatives’ opinion is that Coctors frequently fail to 
follow through on their requests for medicines. For reference regarcing the 
Tetioning system, refer to Public Health and Welfare Weekly Bulletins No, 53 fo 
the period of 28 December 1947 ~ 3 January 1948, No. 59 for the period 9 - 14 
®bruary; No. 60 for the period 15 - 21 February, and No, 61 for the period
